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t is late August and one 
can sense the pulse of the 
school re-emerging from 
the quiet, lazy days of a 
restful summer. Faculty are 
returning from well-earned 
summer holidays -- looking 
remarkably younger and fresher 
than they did a few short weeks 
ago. The anticipation and excite- 
ment of another school year about 
to begin is an infectious thing, 
and there is a special feeling about 
Ridley as we await the imminent 
arrival of the students. 

In my most idealistic moments, 
I wonder if it would be possible to 
maintain staff and student energy 
at this level throughout a year. It 
seems as though the bottlenecks 
created by conflicting demands on 
student and staff time are a part of 
Ridley life and the challenges 
such pressures create are tests of 
our mettle. At least that has been 
the accepted conventional wisdom. 

I intend to examine that 
hypothesis this year. I have asked 
a group of concerned staff to 
examine our time allocations to 
non-academic pursuits to ensure 
that we are offering the right 
balance of time to achieve our 
desired end of a well-rounded 
education. The reality of today’s 
demographics of Ridley students 
is such that we need to offer a 
broad range of athletic and artistic

With a 
student 
body repre- 
senting 36 
countries, 
the experi- 
ences and 
desires of 
such a 
diverse group extend well beyond 
football and ice hockey! On the 
other hand, many people have 
expressed the view that we 
sacrifice excellence in any area 
by having such wide choices. The 
other troublesome concern is that 
many students want to do too much 
and have difficulty in making 
\ appropriate choices. | question 
whether or not we can expect an 
average teenager to meet all our 
jhopes, expectations and demands 
land not experience those impos- 
sible situations when an essay is 
due, a hockey tournament is about 
to be played and the choir is 
/ ‘having an important practice! | 
“wonder whether we should limit 
individuals in any term to one 
“major” sport and a “minor” activ- 
ity, or vice versa. At this point, | 
have more questions than answers. 
This committee has been 
charged with developing a weekly 
and yearly schedule which will 
allow our major programs to 
flourish and, at the same time, 
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prevent (or at least minimize) the 
conflicts on student and staff time 
which currently occur. The results 
of our deliberations should be 
known by January so that any 
significant changes can be well 
planned out for September, 1992. 
The discussion promises to be 
lively and | extend an invitation 
to concerned individuals to write 
to me with their views.

The Cricket Shed is gently lifted onto the trailer that carried it to the southeast corner of the 
Iggulden Gymnasium where it will be renovated and reopened as a field house. 


he Cricket Shed was the 
first structure built on 
the west side of the 12- 
Mile Creek. Built in 
1891, the little green shed has 
survived years and has served 
numerous purposes. 

Ridley’s first campus was on the 
western flank of St. Catharines in 
the old Springbank Hotel which 
was situated on the east bank of 
the Welland Canal. The first field 
purchased by Ridley was on the 
Hainer Farm (the current site of 
the School), situated across the 
old Welland Canal. This meant 
that the teams had to cross the 
canal by punt every day for their 
games. The shed was erected so 
that the equipment would be 
stored and that there would be a 
location for refreshments after 
matches. 

The Cricket Shed was moved 
from its original location (at the 
top of a set of concrete steps lead- 
ing from the canal) to the north 
end of the playing field (A-Squad). 


It was moved again when School 


House was built in 1904, to a spot 
south of the chapel vestry. In 
1923, the shed was moved to its 
most recent home, at the south- 
west corner of the road leading to 
Merritt House. The recent move 
was proposed by the Property 
Committee, so as to facilitate new 
gates that are to be built at the top 
of the road. The Development 
Office was asked to propose the 
Cricket Shed idea as a reunion 
year project. Frank Kinzinger, class 
agent for the Class of 1954, rallied 
his class and mounted support 
from his classmates for the project. 

The shed was moved in July 
and relocated at the southeast 
comer of the Iggulden Gym. It will 
be renovated for use as a field 
house. When it is completed, foot- 
ball and cricket equipment will 
have a new home. It will also be 
ideal for keeping refreshments 
during matches or during special 
events. Ridley’s oldest structure 
has once again found a renewed 
purpose and a completely rebuilt 
appearance.
